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PREFACE: 

To compile a history of the Qu’Appelle Pastoral Charge would have been 
impossible without the co-operation of its members and adherents. In parti¬ 
cular I should like to thank Mrs. Horace Bray, Mr. Harold Bray, Mrs. Albert 
Matthews, Mrs. Bernice McPherson, those who compiled Edgeley’s 70th Anni¬ 
versary Booklet (Mr. B. Fessant, Mrs. Wm. Boxall), the historians for the 90th 
Anniversary of Edgeley (Mrs. K. Fessant, Mrs. H. Holliday, Mrs. B. McPherson), 
and all those who lent us their valued historical photographs. Thanks also 
goes to Dr. Tannahill, the Archivist for Saskatchewan Conference, and to you, 
the people of this Pastoral Charge, for your co-operation and patience while 
I worked on the present history. I hope that these pages will be a fitting 
tribute to those — clerical and lay — who began the work in this district, 
and gave us an example of faithfulness in the Lord’s cause. 


The present pastoral charge represents two Presbyterian pastoral charges 
(Knox and Avonhurst-Donamar), and one Methodist circuit, Qu’Appelle, which 
included Edgeley, and, at least from 1893, also included McLean-Bethel-Fairview. 
From 1906 to 1952, however, these last three congregations formed a separate 
pastoral charge or were aligned with Avonhurst-Donamar. 


Qu’Appelle Circuit was started in 1882, with churches being built at 
Edgeley and Qu’Appelle in 1883. Gifford’s (later called Starr’s Point and 
then Bethel) had services from 1893 on; possibly McLean did too. Fairview 
Church, at Davin, was built in 1903, replacing an earlier structure, so quite 
likely the congregation here gdes back also to the 19th century. Knox Pres¬ 
byterian Church in Qu’Appelle was built in 1884, and the church records 
go back to 1885. Services at Avonhurst were first held in 1900 in a school 
which had been moved from Edgeley. 


Edgeley and Qu’Appelle/Knox seem to have been the first congregations, 
with the McLean group next and Avonhurst-Donamar, with a church serving 
the two Reserves, last. We shall therefore follow this order in our present 
history. 


The buildings and the organization of the Church have changed through 
the years; but we trust that in these later times we are being led by the 
same Spirit who guided those servants of God in an earlier time.

Edgeley 

Our official records for the Qu’Appelle Circuit go back to 1893 (Member¬ 
ship Roll; Treasurer’s Accounts); 1900 (Register of Baptisms, Marriages and 
Burials); and 1909 (list of Missions Subscribers). One exception to this is 
a baptismal certificate from Edgeley issued on December 15, 1885, to James 
William Whittingham, then 27 years old, by Thomas Lawson. This certificate 
is in the possesion of James’ grandson, Walter Whittingham. Mr. Fred A. 
Wilson of Qu’Appelle tells us that the first wedding in the Edgeley Church 
was that of his parents: Thomas James Wilson and Nellie Grace Ellis, who 
were married on March 28, 1896. In the Church Register, which begins in 
1900, the first Edgeley wedding recorded is that of David Tate to Mabel 
Goodwin in 1901; and the latest Edgeley wedding is that of Kenneth Cameron 
to Faye Holliday in 1972. (There are 12 Edgeley weddings recorded prior to 
Church Union in 1925, and 63 from 1925 to date; 212 baptisms — 16 adult, 
196 infant or child; and 79 burials.) 

The Edgeley congregation began in 1882 with a Bible Class held in a 
tent on the Fraser homestead. Mr. Hewitt, a Methodist minister from Portage, 
held a few services in August of that year, and in 1883 the Rev. Wellington 
Bridgeman organized the collection of funds to build a church. The contract 
was given to Gray Brothers (great-uncles of Harvey Holliday), who completed 
the church in time for dedication July 1, 1883. At the service, Frank Fessant 
led the singing, Mrs. J. H. Fraser was organist, and Rev. Young of Winnipeg 
preached. The first trustees were inducted: Thos. Wright, John Gorrell, Joseph 
Fessant, J. H. Fraser, Jas. Whittingham, Frank Goodwin, and Joseph Craig. 
Others who have served through the years as trustees, elders and stewards 
are: Mr. J. Craig, Mr. L. Craig, Mr. E. Alspach, Mr. W. Holliday, Mr. Clarence 
Tate, Mr. H. A. Fessant, Mrs. Andrew Howden, Mr. Harvey Holliday, Mr. 
Keith Fessant, Mr. Peter Graham, Mr. Jack McKellar, Mrs. D. Mader, Mr. 
William Barber, Mrs. Mervin Jones, Mr. Roy Holliday, Mrs. Harvey Holliday, 
Mrs. Don Cockwill, Mrs. J. Lindenbach, Mr. R. Hardie, Mr. Ken Mader, Mr.

The Rev. Thomas Lawson, our first regular minister, noted in his records 
that the tent service of May, 1882, was the first Methodist service held in what 
is now Saskatchewan. When the church was built, it stood where the cemetery 
now is; but in March, 1924, it was moved to its present site. (A photograph 
of “moving day” and the horses who did the hauling is included in the photo¬ 
graphs here.) 
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March, 1924 — moving the church from its original site in the graveyard to the 
present location. Contractor — Jack Forbes. In charge — Mr. D. Tate and Mr. W. 
Holliday. Mr. H. M. Craig in front. 

To the best of our knowledge, our church has seen longer 
continuous service as a church than any other church in this province.

Church Organizations through the Years 

Ladies' Organizations: 

The first W.M.S. — 1909 - 16. First records found are of the first W.M.S., 
organized in February, 1909, at the home of Mrs. Whittingham. They met 
the first Wednesday in the month at the homes of the members. In it there 
was a Watch Tower Committee whose duties were to provide inspirational 
material concerning mission services. 

A book. The Story of the Years, was read chapter by chapter at the 
meetings. There were 12 members. They had a president; 1st and 2nd vice- 
presidents; corresponding secretary, recording secretary; treasurer; and super¬ 
intendent of Systematic Giving. By February, 1910, there were 21 members, 
and they were aiding financially by various means: motion to pay half the 
parsonage expenses; sent delegates to Brandon; provided a scholarship for a 
girl in China. 
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U.C.W. at Edgeley — B. Fessant, Rev. D. Smith, N. Holliday, I. Jones,

The last minutes recorded were in June, 1916, at the home of Mrs. J. K. 
Walker. 

W.A. The second record book we found ran from 1928 to 1935, and the 
group — 20 members — was known as Edgeley W.A. There was a wide 
age-span in membership. Again meetings were held in the homes and consisted 
of devotionals, community work and social activities to aid the church fin¬ 
ancially. This organization continued with membership increasing to 32 in 
the late 50’s. 

U.C.W. In 1961 the W.A. and the W.M.S. organizations of the United 
Church of Canada became United Church Women (or U.C.W.) with their 
work encompassing not only the local area but the whole area that the United 
Church serves locally, at home and overseas. It has sought to help the sick, 
the troubled and the needy, to aid the Church in as many ways as it could, 
assisting financially, providing leadership in social and spiritual activities, 
and doing the menial work too. Many have served on the Manse Committee. 
Today the membership is small but still attempting to carry on. 

Sunday School and Youth Organizations: 

Sunday School in this district began in 1882 when Bible study was held 
in a tent on the Fraser homestead, with a Bible, a Sunday School journal, 
and a Sanky Hymn Book as equipment and supplies. John Gorrell, J. H. Fraser, 
and Jos. Fessant were leaders. 

In 1884 Mr. Joseph Fessant became superintendent of the school and 
continued to serve until 1910 when he moved to Qu’Appelle.

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THE EDGELEY CEMETERY 


In 1882, when the people then settling here decided to build the church, 
Mr. John Gorrell, one of the leaders of the first Bible Study Group, gave 
to the Methodist Church the land on which it was built. Here in 1883, the 
infant baby of Trueman and Katherine Holliday was buried, the earliest burial 
so marked and the church yard continued to serve as burial ground, becoming 
the Edgeley Cemetery when the church was moved to Edgeley Village in 
1924. A one-acre plot in the SEi/4 Section of 22-19-15 W. 2nd. We found no 
records of its care or history. 

In 1911 the W.M.S. passed a motion to spend some money to fix up the 
shed and fence at the church, Mr. Colter, then minister, to superintend the 
work. 

In later years the U.C.W. applied for the grant which the municipality 
made available for its upkeep. 

With due credit to Mrs. Janet Kinvig and Mrs. F. Jones for the suggestion 
through the U.C.W., in 1966 a motion was brought before the Church Board 
and passed, that the Church Board sponsor a “Cemetery Day” annually for 
the purpose of cleaning up and making the burial ground more attractive. 
In 1967 as a Centennial project, a grant was used to put up a new entrance. 
In 1968 the Church Board decided to mark all unmarked graves. Mr. Jim 
McKinley made the crosses. The Edgeley 4H Club painted the names on and 
now all graves are marked — four unknown and one hundred and fifty-four 
named.

Our official records for the Qu’Appelle Circuit include the Qu’Appelle 
Circuit Membership Roll (1893- 1926); Treasurer’s Accounts (1893- 1925); 
the Register of Baptisms, Marriages and Burials (1900- 1961); the List of 
Missions’ Subscribers (1909- 13; 1924); and our present Minute Books, Re¬ 
gister of Baptisms, Marriages and Burials; and records of the W.M.S., the 
Ladies’ Aid, the Ladies’ Auxiliary, and their descendents. For our history 
before 1893, we must turn to the Edgeley 70th Anniversary Booklet, where 
we learn that the Methodist Church in Qu’Appelle was built in 1883 and dedi¬ 
cated November, 1883, a few months after that in Edgeley, the Rev. Thos. 
Lawson being the minister. The Qu’Appelle Progress notes that the “new 
Methodist Church” was built in 1884 at a cost of $800.00 and dedicated 
December 5, 1884. Presumably the first structure was destroyed by fire, 
and it was the new church that was in service till 1925, when the 
Knox Church became the worship centre for the United Church congregation. 
The old Methodist parsonage was sold for $1,000.00 to David Roszell on April 
20, 1927. A provisional sale for the old Methodist church is recorded on 
March 7, 1934; $250.00 for the building, $100.00 down, $15.00 per month, 
interest on unpaid principal 6% — all monies received to be applied to the 
mortgage on Knox United Church.

The first roll dates back to 

1885; 

but the church was built in 1884. 


The Manager’s record (February, 1900) having received the Deeds of Church 
Property, “the last instalment having been paid to the Church and Manse 
Fund.” 

The first wedding (October, 1884) united Alexander McKenzie and Els- 
peth Tyre. The bride came from Scotland. 

On April 24, 1906, the congregation considered some projected improve¬ 
ments, and saw the architect’s plans. On June 27, the contract of Mr. 
Haw for $3,117.00 was accepted. By July 13, 1906, building operations were 
in progress for the new Sanctuary, which was formally dedicated in 1907. 
The session minutes for January 25, 1907, read in part: “It was agreed to 
record the satisfaction that the session felt at the completion of our new 
church building and the very impressive services held in connection with the 
dedication by the Revd. George Bryce, D.D., Manitoba College, Winnipeg, and 
Revd. J. S. Maldrew B.A., Souris, Man., and Revd. A. Henderson M.A. of 
Sintaluta, Sask. on Sabbaths January fifth, thirteenth and twentieth respectively 
and the hope that the communion services to be observed next Sabbath morn¬ 
ing and which brings these dedication services to a close will be a season of 
fresh consecration with our membership and that the future of our congre¬ 
gation in their New Church Home will be one of increasing spirituality and 
usefulness.” The former sanctuary became the Lecture Room, and, since 
January 20, 1969, it has been called the Christian Education Centre. The debt 
incurred over the new sanctuary was not retired till 1944, when, at the meeting 
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on August 11 of the Committee of Stewards (Knox United Church) it was 
announced that the recent special drive to pay off the debt had been over¬ 
subscribed; and that Confederation Life had accepted $200.00 plus $3.00 fee 
to clear the $268.40 plus $3.00 then owing. 

Some information from the Minutes of Session: at the first recorded 
session meeting, July 15, 1891, the minister (John Ferry) and three elders 
(G Bersea L. Bell, and John MacLean) were in attendance. In February, 1892, 
a notation is made that Mr. Ferry ask, at Presbytery, how Presbytery felt 
members taking part in Balls should be handled. October 8, 1892, Archibald 
Mathieson being minister, a “Mathieson’s Station” is mentioned as an outside 
appointment to the pastoral charge, but I cannot find out where it was 
located. On January 21, 1893, there is mention of “The Qu’Appelle Congre¬ 
gation with its Associated Stations” — not otherwise identified. On March 11, 
1894, Mr. Broley was ordained elder, Mr. Bell having resigned. When he 
moved, Mr. Doolittle and L. G. Bell Jr. were ordained to the eldership. In 

1905, Messrs John Ramsay, John McKenzie and Fred Bell became elders 

(September 24). On November 13, 1906, it was agreed that the Session present 
the minister (Mr. Tate) with a Gown, on the occasion of the opening of the 
new church. Mr. Bell and the minister were appointed (December 28, 1906) 
“to overlook the musical program in connection with the opening social of 
the new church.” From November 1, 1907 to June 12, 1908, there was a prob¬ 
lem as to allowing the use of the violin in the Sunday service, but this was 
resolved in favour of the violin and the choirmaster. Late in 1909 there 

was an evangelistic campaign, led by a Mr. Greer, and held in co-operation 

with the Methodist congregation. On March 24, 1912, the session notes the 
results in a ballot on church union:

Federal Union was suggested by three as an alternative. (How the totals were 
arrived at, I cannot say.) In 1912, the Methodist and Presbyterian congregation 
apparently united for the summer. On August 20, 1918, the minister was 
authorized to exchange pulpits with the Methodist pastor at his own discretion. 
On April 4, 1919, arrangements were made for the Knox Church congre¬ 
gation to co-operate with local sister congregations in endeavoring to promote 
Spiritual uplift through a series of weeknight services.The new Book of Praise 
was introduced on December 28, 1919. On February 18, 1920, the congrega¬ 
tion at Sunny Slopes voted to change over to the Presbyterian Church, from 
the Methodist, Mr. Reeves then being the minister at Knox FTesbyterian. On 
June 1, 1920, Dr. Cochrane and Mr. J. C. Miller were chosen as elders, and 
ordained June 20. On January 31, 1922, the following note appears: “The 
Moderator read a letter from Mr. Frank Amas, Recording Steward of the 
Qu’Appelle Methodist Church, broaching the subject of a Local Union or 
Affiliation of the two congregations. Moved by Elder Miller, seconded by 
Elder Ramsay, and agreed, — that we enquire of the Quarterly Official Board 
of the Qu’Appelle Methodist Church, if they have definite assurance from their 
Conference that they will be allowed to separate from Edgeley, and thus 
be free to enter into negotiations with us. Also, what is their proposed plan 
for a “Local Union or Affiliation” as mentioned in their communication of 
the eighteenth day of January last, so that there may be something definite 
to present to a meeting of the congregation.” A congregational meeting to 
consider the proposal was called for Tuesday, March 7, and the suggestion was 
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turned down formally: “that in view of the fact that the General Assembly of 
1921 has decided to consumate union with the Methodist and Congregational 
Churches as expeditiously as possible, and, further, in view of the fact that 
the necessary steps towards such union to be undertaken in conjunction with 
the other Church have been entrusted to a representative which is to report 
to the General Assembly in June, 1922; and, therefore, the probability is that 
within eighteen months or two years the United Church of Canada will be 
regularly organized and functioning throughout the whole of Canada, there¬ 
fore, be it resolved that Knox Church maintains its identity for the present.” 
That summer, as in 1921, it was agreed to make simiiar holiday arrangements 
with the Methodist Church. (The same arrangements were made again in 
1923.) On December 17, 1922 it was agreed- to arrange a series of union 
prayer meetings ill Qu’Appelle. On February 1, 1924, names were sent to the 
Rev. G. Glover, as people sympathetic to the Church union movement, from 
whom he might get aid toward Union expenses; this being the method of 
soliciting funds by those opposed to union. It was arranged to hold a meeting 
regarding Church Union on Palm Sunday, 1925 (April 5). Copies of the 
United Church of Canada Act were procured beforehand for those wishing 
to study the matter; the rules and requirements were read over at a public 
meeting April 3, and a list of those eligible to vote was to be ready for 
April 5, this being “the Communion Roll as at the tenth of December, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-four.” This list was posted, and the vote was called for 
May 10, “in the church auditorium, for one hour immediately after the close 
of the morning and evening services respectively,” the vote to be by ballot, 
H. J. Wilson to be returning officer and Dr. Brown poll clerk, and each side 
to appoint their own scrutineer. A meeting was called for May 3 by the 
non-union group, to present the negative side. When the vote was taken 
(May 10), there were 69 votes in toto: 37 for union, and 32 against. The 
minister announced that he was terminating his pastorate on June 10; that 
his history of this Congregation was nearly complete; and, when completed, 
a copy would be sent here. Elders John C. Miller, Dr. H. Cochrane and John 
Ramsay received certificates of eldership when they removed from the Union 
Congregation. 


Knox United Church, Qu'Appelle 

At a meeting of the Church Union Committee, May 29, 1925, it was 
decided to call the Rev. E. C. Evans, the present Pastor of the Methodist 
Church, to the charge of the United Church at Qu’Appelle, at a salary of 
$2,200.00; that we occupy the Presbyterian Church (Knox) and the former 
Presbyterian manse, and use the Presbyterian Hymn books, for the time 
being, at least; that the first Union service be conducted in Knox Church, on 
Sunday, June 14th, at the usual hour of eleven o’clock in the forenoon, Sun¬ 
day School immediately at the close of the morning service, and service at 
seven in the evening. (Other necessary motions were also passed). On June 
25, 1925, at the first annual congregational meeting, the name “Knox United 
Church” was chosen. The first Official Board was composed as follows:

On June 29, in view of the depression, the minister’s salary is given as 
$1800 rather than $2200. 

On March 31, 1926, Mr. Evans reported the Presbytery had suggested 
a division of the pastoral charge, with Edgeley-Avonhurst-Donamar being one 
Charge, and Qu’Appelle the other. The decision was left to Edgeley, who 
preferred to stay with Qu’Appelle. That same year, the Board offered the 
continuing Presbyterians the free use of the former Methodist church and 
equipment. 

In 1927, the stewards requested the session to revise the services, especially 
to shorten the sermons; or the stewards would not be able to keep up the 
financial end. 

In 1928, the question of “exchanging Edgeley for McLean” was raised, 
with a view to having an opinion to express to Presbytery. (McLean had left 
the Qu’Appelle Circuit in 1906, and formed a separate Charge — with its 
outside points — till 1952). 

In 1928, Messrs. R. F. Meadows, Frank Amas, Dr. Henderson and J. Hall 
Stewart were named to the eldership. In 1929, it was reported that a delegate 
from Knox — Lome Stewart — had been named premier of the Boy’s 
Parliament in Regina. On February 9, 1930, Lome was approved by the 
Session as a candidate for the ministry. On January 26, 1931, at a congrega¬ 
tional meeting, Lome was recommended to the ministry. As Dr. -Tannahill 
tells us: “Lome Stewart graduated from the university here and took part 
of his Theology at St. Andrew’s and for his last year or two in Theology he 
went direct to Emmanuel College in Toronto. While there he became involved 
In Big Brother work and shortly after became a Juvenile Court Judge in the 
City of Toronto and succeeded Judge Mott as head of the Juvenile and 
Family Court in the City of Toronto. For all I know he is still there unless 
he has recently retired. In 1937 at the request of the Saskatchewan Confer¬ 
ence by a majority vote (for the motion was opposed) he was ordained by 
the Toronto Conference but did not serve at any time in the ministry.” 

By 1933, the finances were very low, and the Stewards asked Mr. Would 
if he would accept $1,000.00 per annum in salary. Nationally, the M & M 
branch was trying to bring ministers’ salaries up to $1,200.00. At the annual 
congregational meeting January 30, 1935, Mr. Thompson stated that “it was 
very hard to collect much money when so many people were living on relief, 
and unfortunately he was the chairman of the relief committee, and so knew 
the general conditions only too well.” By October 29, 1935, the mortgage had 
been reduced to $779.60. 

On January 7, 1937, the Qu’Appelle Charge petitioned Regina Presbytery 
to belong to them rather than to Moosomin Presbytery. 

On February 10, 1937, special mention was made of the case erected in 
the Church, containing the “Old Bible, original Communion Set, etc.” which 
last had been purchased by L. G. Bell soon after Union, and presented to the 
Church. 

On September 23, 1934, Mr. Edgecombe, who had been called to the 
Charge April 26, 1934, reported that he had made 115 calls and visited 102 
homes! On December 18, 1935, he reported 537 calls for the year! 

In 1940, we find the following financial statement;

We owe: $418.04 

In despair, someone has written under this in letters half an inch high: HOW. 

In 1944, the mortgage was down to $263.31, which was discharged by 
a special collection. 

In 1952, Qu’Appelle was still in with Qu’Appelle Presbytery. I do not 
know when the change-over to Regina Presbytery was made, though it was 
before I was settled at Maryfield in 1955. 

On September 24, 1957, the Stewards decided to demolish the Manse 
bam and build a garage; and on January 16, 1958, Mr. Montour’s thanks are 
recorded in the minutes for the meeting of the Committee of Stewards. 

At the close of 1960, we had on our roll (for the whole pastoral Charge) 
255 resident members and 22 non-resident members. On December 31, 1972, 
there were 166 resident members and 43 non-resident members. 

In 1968, there were extensive renovations to the Lecture Room, the kit¬ 
chen and the church lobbies. On January 20, 1969, at a special congregational 
meeting, the Lecture Room officially became “Knox United Church Christian 
Centre.” 

Inquiries regarding a new organ were started at a meeting on January 5, 
1970; by the next meeting of the Stewards, the new organ had been obtained. 
Mr. Bell tells us of hours he spent pumping the old organ, so that its sound 
would carry — but even so, he regretted its sale.

The trustees at the time of Union were: W. A. Adams, G. M. Thompson, 
Wm. Nicholls. H. H. Morrell is currently a trustee; and I do not know who 
else has served. 

Some of the organists over the years have been: Mrs. Alec Duncan, 
from 1925 on; Mrs. (Rev.) Black, from 1945 on; Mrs. Wingfield, 1953-63; 
Mrs. Jack Storry. Our choir leaders since Union have been Jack Wilson, 
1925 - 45, and Alvin Moore, 1945 - 63. For the Junior Choir, some of the 
leaders have been Mrs. Ellis, Mrs. Nicholls, Mrs. Lorna Purdy, Miss Parrott, 
and Mrs. F. Wilde, and the piano has been played by Mrs. Wilde, Mrs. Ander¬ 
son, Mrs. Clarkson and Mrs. Black, among others. 
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For the Ladies’ Aid, at the organizational meeting on Tuesday, June 16, 
1925, the following were put into office — Honorary President, Mrs. A. Mac- 
Kenzie; President, Mrs. H. J. Wilson; Vice-President, Mrs. (Dr.) Henderson; 
Secretary, Mrs. Evans; Treasurer, Mrs. G. M. Thompson; Pianist, Mrs. Wm. 
Nichols; Flower Committee, Mrs. Evans and Mrs. H. J. Wilson; Manse Com¬ 
mittee, Mrs. MacKenzie, Mrs. Craig and Mrs. Adams; Visiting Committee, Mrs. 
Leet and Mrs. Truran for east side of town, Mrs. S. Moore and Mrs. Jennings 
for west side; Church Committee, Mrs. Leet, Mrs. G. M. Thompson, Mrs. H. J.

At a meeting in 1942 (?) the

Four lots of meal from ladies at the country to be distributed to those ladies 
making meat pies. (Pies include potatoes, onions, thick gravy). 

The financial report given in 1941 shows $262.05 raised, and a bank 
balance of $1.77, for a total of $263.82; and $262.71 spent, and a bank balance 
of $1.11, for a total of $263.82. For 1951, the budget was $694.51; and for 
1962 it was $1,165.71. 

I have no list of Ladies’ Aid, W.A. or U.C.W. presidents through the 
years, but the following names have been given to me: Mrs. Forrest Wharran, 
Mrs. Jos. Prior, Mrs. Church, Mrs. Vi Kerr, Mrs. Alvin Moore (5 years), Mrs. 
Jack Wilson (14 years), Mrs. Gunn (7 years). 

Regarding the Sunday School, Jos. Prior was Superintendent for many 
years; and Henrietta Moore tells me that she served as Primary Teacher for 
38 years. For some time there has not been a Sunday School in operation, but 
the Superintendent, Mrs. H. H. Morrell, has arranged Christmas parties and 
picnics recently, in co-operation with the Anglican and Presbyterian churches. 
At present the Sunday School has two classes going: one for older students, 
under the leadership of Joe Prior; and one for younger students, under Miss 
Ethel Parrott.

BETHEL (also known as Gifford’s or Starr’s Point): 

The earliest official records of these congregations unfortunately seem to 
have been lost. However, a Membership Roll for the Qu’Appelle Circuit, 
dated November 2, 1893, has listings not just for Qu’Appelle and Edgeley, 
but also for “the McLean Appointment” — with two names: (1) Mr. Etty; 
(2) Miss Etty. The name “Clifford” occurs beside some names on this roll, 
which is reproduced under the Qu’Appelle history. These names are on the 
separate Gifford roll in 1895:

be dated before he left in 1901. From 1904 - 05 there is no mention of Gifford’s 
in the Qu’Appelle records; and in the Gifford’s Sunday School records of 
1906, the minister’s name is given as Rev. J. Would (rather than Rev. John 
Laycock, the Qu’Appelle minister), so we suppose that Gifford’s — along with 
McLean and Fairview — formed a separate Circuit from 1905 or 1906. 


In the early 1880’s religious instruction centered around the Sunday 
School conducted by an elderly settler named Wilson, in George Spencer’s 
homestead shack. Mr. Spencer was then a widower with four children. Mr. 
Wilson continued this work until his demise. His body was found beside the 
plow he was evidently trying to repair, by his son-in-law, Mr. J. P. Brown, 
who at that time — I believe — was superintendent of the Qu’Appelle Metho¬ 
dist Sunday School. 


After that, services were held intermittently in the settlers’ homes or 
in the Grassington rural school house, conducted by ministers from Qu’Appelle. 

The earliest official records we can find are the minutes of a meeting 
of the members of the Methodist Church at Gifford’s which took place at the 
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morning service on Sunday, September 2, 1894, for the purpose of re-organizing 
the Sabbath School. Rev. W. C. Bunt, Superintendent of the Circuit, presided 
at the meeting. 


Gifford’s was a log house built on his homestead by Maurice Gifford who 
had been an officer in the British Army and served as a Scout in the Rebellion 
of ’85. The house was used for several years as day school during the week 
and for church and Sunday School on the Sabbath. 

When Starr’s Point School was built (1895), Church Services and Sunday 
School were held in the school, and from November, 1910, in the newly-built 
church. Bethel. Some Presbyterian services were also held in this district, in 
the Grassington School (demolished in 1912).

FAIRVIEW (Davin): 

In 1888, Alfred Andrews, the Methodist minister at Qu’Appelle, preached 
at Davin twice a month. Thomas Bray was asked to preach there on the alternate 
Sundays, and it was under his leadership that the stone church at Davin 
(Fairview Methodist Church) was built in 1903. The official opening was 
August 18, 1903; and, appropriately, the cornerstone was laid by Mrs. Thos. 
Bray. At the time of the 50th Anniversary, August 2, 1953, the student 
minister was R. L. Nagus and the preacher the Rev. R. W. K. Elliott, then 
Superintendent of Home Missions for Southern Saskatchewan. 



Fairview Church — Davin 
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We do not have any Membership Rolls from Fairview Church, but in 
1905 the members of the Epworth League of Christian Endeavour were:

At a meeting October 22, 1932, at Levi Shaw’s house, there were three 
trustees present: E. Bell, L. Shaw, and (presumably) Emerson Shaw. The 
records show the following as having been Stewards at one time or another: 
Alb. Brown, Emerson Shaw, Ed Bell, E. H. Rollins, P. Shaw, Geo. Brown; and 
certain others are mentioned as District Representatives: Mr. and Mrs. C. E. 
Bell, Mr. Levi Shaw, and Miss Mary Shaw. Other names mentioned are: 
Nelson Shaw, Don Copeland. 

On December 15, 1943, a Pulpit Bible and Collection Plate were ordered. 
On August 14, 1952, “Mr. Quigley gave a discussion on the arrangement of 
the field that consists of Fairview, Edgeley, Bethel, McLean, Avonhurst, 
Qu’Appelle, Edgeley,” and a student minister was requested for the Fairview, 
McLean, Avonhurst and Bethel part. 

Along with Bethel, from 1905 - 06 to 1952, Fairview had been in a 
separate Pastoral Charge with McLean. In 1957, because of poor attendance, 
it was decided that services would be held at Fairview every other Sunday 
for the summer; and that the church be closed temporarily, for the year 
1958. In 1959 Fairview separated itself from the Pastoral Charge, a financial 
settlement being made; and from that time, it has been served occasionally 
from Balgonie. 

McLEAN: 

The first Membership Roll for the McLean appointment has two names 
on it: Mr. Etty and Miss Etty. Mr. Etty is mentioned along with Isaac Hardy 
as a Steward for McLean District. Services apparently were first held in the 
McLean School house. 

Our next official records from McLean start August 14, 1909, when “follow¬ 
ing its formation by Quarterly Board of Balgonie Circuit, the Building Com¬ 
mittee held a short meeting. Rev. W. H. Colter in Chair.” Others present were 
Mr. J. G. Matthews (Pres.), Mr. A. Stewart (Sec.-Treas.), Mr. Wm. Packham, 
and Rev. Surtees. Plans for the projected Church were to be prepared by Mr. 
Milton, architect, Regina. The final motion was to add to the committee Messrs 
F. Pedlar and G. A. Carroll. Mr. Geo. McMichael, Mr. J. R. Logan, Mr. Mead, 
Mr. Ecob and Mr. Phipps, were later added, the first two of these being 
named Superintendents of Building. The first trustees were Messrs J. G. 
Matthews, Wm. Packham, Thos. Bray, J. W. Cowan and Alex Stewart. 

Plans submitted by Story & Van Egmond were formally accepted on 
September 7, and it was agreed to advertise for tenders. At the next meeting, 
the tender of Bruce & Teakles, Regina, for $1,485.60 was accepted. The build¬ 
ing was to be completed by November 25, 1909. At the meeting September 
28. Mr. Pedlar was named to help the Sec.-Treas. to collect subscriptions. 
On December 11, the builders were given to June 1, 1910 to finish the build¬ 
ing; the builders to pay the difference in insurance. On April 25, it was moved 
that Rev. E. A. Davis take charge of the dedication of the church — then 
planned for May 29 — and that Rev. O. Darwin be invited to take part. The 
committee wound up their business on July 13, their work well done. 
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The dedication — June 26, 1910 — was well and enthusiastically attended. 
There was both a morning and evening service, at which Mr. Darwin preached. 
(The write-up in The Advertiser — by Tom Bray — gives the text and sub¬ 
stance of the sermons, which we gather were very appropriate to the oc¬ 
casion). On the Monday, the church was well filled in the evening, with visitors 
from the outside points and from Balgonie. Mr. Bray was in the chair, and 
a financial report (by Alex Stewart) and several speeches were made, by 
Revs. Lock, Ecob — the pastor — and Darwin. Tribute was paid to the Rev. 
A. Matheson , formerly of Knox Presbyterian, Qu’Appelle ( he lived on a 
farm near Edgeley) „who had “laid the foundation of good works in McLean 
district in pioneer days” — so we have here an indication that in McLean 
as well as Bethel, Qu’Appelle and Edgeley there had been a good spirit of 
co-operation among the different denominations. The organist on Monday evening 
was Mrs. B. D. Smith. Following the meeting, the McLean ladies served 
supper in the school house. 

The Manse at McLean was built in 1923. Before that the minister lived 
in rented quarters. 

Our next official records for McLean start in March, 1935, when the 
minister is Mr. McLaren, the Clerk of Session Mr. Suggitt, and Mr. Hillstead 
the Sunday School Superintendent There were 42 on the Membership Roll. 
In 1939 there were five preaching appointments, McLean, Bethel and Fairview 
being served one Sunday, and Donamar, Avonhurst and McLean the alternate 
Sundays. In 1943 Donamar was dropped; and from this year, until 1948, the 
Pastoral Charge was served by Professor Wagg. (The following year. Prof. 
Wagg was chairman of the Regina Presbytery). 

In the summer of 1948, and until 1951, McLean was supplied by summer 
students. In 1952, with its outside points, it went in with Qu’Appelle. For the 
summer a student was still required, and we have the names of Glen Mc¬ 
Pherson (1952), R. Nagus (1953), and Edgar Embury (date not known). 
The last meeting of the McLean Charge “held to wind up all business per¬ 
tinent thereto” was on July 23, 1952. “A new Charge has been organized and 
amalgamating • the old Charge with Qu’Appelle and Edgeley.” 


McLean - Bethel 

In 1960, Bethel having stopped as a preaching point, the Bethel 
church was brought into McLean and affixed to the McLean church, to form 
“The Roland Spencer Youth Centre.” This Centre was freshly decorated in 
1972. It serves not only as a Youth Centre, but as a meeting room for 
official Board meetings, Presbyterial rallies, showers, gatherings after funerals, 
and so on; it is hard to imagine how the church could function without this 
addition. 

Mrs. Matthews has told me a couple of unrelated items of interest: in the 
Hungry Thirties, the Rev. Mr. Cree got a carload of vegetables and fruit 
from Ontario. (He served McLean from 1936 to 1939). 

The organ in the Youth Centre is the one which Rev. Gibson (Mrs. 
Matthew’s father) brought out from Ontario when he was called to the Avon¬ 
hurst Charge. When the Avonhurst church closed, this organ was presented 
to McLean - Bethel United Church. Although an electronic organ now takes its 
place in the sanctuary, the old organ still performs well whenever it is 
called upon.

Avonhurst - Donamar - Pasqua and Muscow - Petung 

Our official records for the Avonhurst Pastoral Charge are the Minutes 
of Session (1906-25, with gaps); the Baptismal Roll (1906-34); the Mem¬ 
bership Roll (1907-68); Treasurer’s Accounts (1944-68); and the Minute 
Book (1956-68). 

AVONHURST: 

Our knowldge of the Charge prior to 1906 comes from Eunice (Mrs. 
Bernice) MacPherson: The first Edgeley school was moved to Avonhurst shortly 
after the Edgeley stone school was built, in 1900, to be used as a non-denom- 
inational church (located north of Avonhurst on the hill by the cemetery). 
This lack of affiliation did not work, so the church became Presbyterian, 
later becoming United. 

The Minutes of Session state: “The Rev. William Wilson was inducted 
into the Pastoral Charge of Balgonie and Avonhurst on Tuesday, June 26, 
1906, at Balgonie, and preached his first sermon on Sunday, July 1, 1906. 

“On Sunday, September 23, 1906, the pastor announced that on the follow¬ 
ing Sunday the members of the Church were to come prepared to elect 
three of their membership to the office of Elder.’’ Those elected were Messrs 
Grey, Smith and Wilcox, who were ordained to the Eldership, October 14, 1906.

The first extant membership roll (to be dated sometime before August 11, 
1907) also includes: Janet Parish and Caroline Parish. The Session Minutes 
end February 15, 1908, Mr. Wilson still being the minister and serving the 
appointment from Balgonie. 


The Rev. R. B. Heron is the next minister of whom we have record. He 
administered baptism from 1911 to 1921, and officiated at the Lord’s Supper 
in September, 1914, no service of the kind having been held for several 
years previous to this. Mr. Heron at that time farmed in the Donamar district; 
and the Pastoral Charge consisted of Avonhurst, the Indian Reserve church 
serving both Pasqua and Moscow - Petung reservations, and Donamar School.

Mr. Heron was succeeded by the Rev. L. A. Muttitt, M.A., B.D., who stayed 
till 1924. The Session Minutes note that in 1921 - 22 those taking Communion 
numbered 23, 22 (“many members of the Church being absent”), and 20. 

In 1925 the congregation voted for union. The minister at the time of 
voting was the Rev. J. A. McKenzie. He was the father of Morrel McKenzie, 
a local preacher, and McRae, Norman and Dundonald McKenzie — enjoying 
a typical minister’s vacation of preaching! (McRae McKenzie was sec’y-Treasurer 
for years).

The first minister after Church Union was the Rev. William J. D. Gibson. 
The Gibsons came to Avonhurst on October 16, and a daughter of the manse 
(Mrs. Albert Matthews) shares this story with us: 

A meeting of the Avonhurst Ladies’ Aid was called for October 21, 1925. 
This was held at the Avonhurst Manse. For various reasons, only two ladies 
attended the meeting — Mrs. J. W. Crowe and Mrs. H. Walker. The two of 
them decided to go ahead with their meeting and they proceeded to discuss 
having a fowl supper. Alice Crowe said to Leeta Walker: “Well, Leeta, shall 
we have a fowl supper?” Leeta was rather deaf, so Alice’s voice had to be 
raised. “Well,” said Leeta, “I guess we might as well have one. We need the 
money.” 

The outcome — a very successful fowl supper was held on November 11 
of that year in the little Avonhurst Church on the hill. Plenty of delicious 
food served to a large crowd. How did they do it? No mystery here! All 
the absent members plus others of the congregation accepted the fact that 
there was to be a fowl supper and all pitched in and helped. By the way — 
no conveniences in the church; no kitchen, dishes, water — nothing but pews, 
hymn books, organ and pulpit. 

Gwen Matthews adds a footnote: the first Ladies’ Aid meeting at Avon- 
was held in 1921. 

In 1930, the church on the Reserve was closed. From 1931, the Charge 
was served from McLean. In 1952, with McLean and the associated appointments, 
Avonhurst went in with Qu’Appelle. Records show that in 1961, the member¬ 
ship was as follows: Qu’Appelle 98 members

(There were 22 non-resident members also in the Charge). Donamar had 
closed in 1942, the congregation going variously to Edgeley and Avonhurst.

“In 1944,” Mrs. MacPherson writes, “a cyclone passed through, blowing 
the Avonhurst church out of the cemetery on to the road. It was then sold 
to a farmer and the church from the Reserve purchased and moved into the 
village of Avonhurst. Due to the high water table it had to be moved onto a 
new foundation later (1962).” On December 16, 1968, the Avonhurst church 
was officially closed, the members at that time being:

The last Roll is dated 1932, but it has entries to 1942, when the church was 
closed. (The school in which services were held still stands). 


While Avonhurst-Donamar was served from McLean (1931-42), these 
two points would be served one Sunday, with Fairview-Bethel being served 
on the alternate Sunday, and McLean having services each Sunday. It was 
while going to conduct the service at Donamar one Sunday in 1935 that the 
Rev. J. M. McLaren, aged 70, suffered a fatal stroke.
